Our picture this week iB an excellent portrait of the large, 
high-bred, and powerful race-horse Aramis, the property of 
Mr. A. Hanking, of Chicago. He was bred by Mr. J. A. 
Grinstead, of Lexington, Ky., and is considered one of the 
best of the get of that great sire of race horses, imp. Phae¬ 
ton. The decease of the ill-fated sire Phaeton, brought to 
this country by Mr. Tenbroeck, was a most unfortunate loss 
to the country at large. When he was first located in Ken¬ 
tucky, the breeders did not receive him with favor, and de¬ 
clined to patronize him. By one of those strokes of for- 


Lexington Fall meeting in a stake, dash of 
one mile for colts and fillies. The event closed with twenty- 
one nominations, eleven of which were starters. Aramis 
got off badly. This left him nearly ten lengths behind, but 
ridden with good judgment he finally got up, and having 
the foot of all of them coming down the straight, he was 
beaten out only a head by the Leamington filly,'Katie 
Pearce, in 1:46J, giving promise of being a dangerous horse 
in the future. At Galesburg, Ill., same year, in a stake for 
two-year-olds, he compensated the stable by winning, and 
exciting the enthusiasm of the racing men by his magnifi¬ 
cent action. The time of the mile was 1:49. As a three- 


petitors were such clinkers as Winifred, Bill Butler, Jennie 
Rowett and Mollie B., but they might as well have been in 
their stalls, for they never had a chance to win the race. 
The pace was fast and was up to the best rate. Time, 
1:464,1:43}. On July 6, same meeting, he secured another 
good stake of a mile and a half, being again opposed by the 
old battalion, in 2:48. On the last day of the meeting the 
blue cap and sash were again triumphant in the stake race, 
mile heats, over Winifred, Gol Ricely, Vicksburg and 
Mainsail. The latter was distanced in the first heat. The 
time was, 1:45,1 :47}, 1:51}. This race will long be remem¬ 
bered by the race-goers in this section. With the knowing 
ones the previous performances of Aramis had placed him in 
high credit. He had also been very highly tried, and a heavy 
commission was in the market to back him. Through a

tune, he was at last bred to some good mares, and the pro¬ 
duce thereof proved that his get could race. If Phaeton 
were now alive he would probably be the most fashionable 
sire in the country. 

Aramis is a bay with black points, out of Nelly Gray, by 
Lexington, and was foaled in 1872. He was purchased when 
a two-year-old with his engagements, all but one of which 
were subsequently cancelled, Mr. Hankins, his owner, de¬ 
clining to go East where his entries had been made. The 
high hopes entertained by this shrewd turfman of the bay 
colt were realized in his three-year-old form. His 
first appearance was as a two-year-old at the 


year-old he opened the campaign at Cambridge City, June 
1st showing his quality by winning a purse for three-year- 
olds, mile neats. The time was l:46i, 1 45}. He was now 
kept going, and at tho same place on June 8, he started for 
a purse of $600, for all ages, mile heats, three in five, beat¬ 
ing War Jig. Transfer, Lady Washington, and Port Leon¬ 
ard, and making his own running in 1 46}, 146), 1:46}. The 
Bummer meeting at Dexter Park, July 2 , found another en¬ 
gagement for him. This was the Hotel Stakes, $25 each, p. 
p , with $200 added. He was thought to be short of the mark, 
but the stable was popular and in a lucky vein. The con¬ 
fidence of Mr. Hankins was not misplaced. He was trained 
by Mr. Jas. Oonlisk, who brought him to the post in 
splendid condition, and the result here proved him to 
possess speed enough and Indomitablo game. His corn- 


foul in the second heat, by which he was run into tho fence, 
his chances of getting within the distance were almost hope¬ 
less. When settled tnc pace was terrific, finishing second, 
and but for this occurrence would doubtless have 
won it in two heats. His work was now stopped 
for the racing season, and with the rest of 
the stable wintered in fine shape at the farm of his 
owner, near McHenry, Illinois. During tho post week 
Aramis, Crockford, Lady Washington and the Malcolm 
filly were brought over to Dexter Park, where they will re¬ 
ceive the grand preparation for the coming racing season. 
Competent horsemen justly regard Aramis as the best race¬ 
horse ever brought to the Northwest. To our own im¬ 
press he fills the finest conception of the bloodhorsc of 
high typo—in form, magnificent speed and bard bottom.

While yon are tewchiag him this in 
the field, his lessons at home are not to be aegkcied: b w id i* «bai y*a 
have personally taught him. you should give him some k a o u ia re¬ 
trieving. These lessons in retrieving are not t" be giv«a with the view 
of making him perfect at it. but just for aa excuse io play with ktm :

If there is occasion for this, let It appear that you are only teaching 
him to stop by paying no attention to his ouartering, let Elm go for 
awhile as he pleaaes. stopping him occasionally; when he refuses to 
stop instantly give him a very light dose of the lash to the tune of 
toho. When you gel him back on his muscle proceed with his lesson 
in (lnartering, aa before. When your dog will qunrter a small sized 
field to pretty good shape give him half of the field to work over. 
Enter the field about half way from the fence to the center aud seud 
him off to the right with the usual sign; after bo reachea the fence 
turn him with the whistle, let him reach the middle of the field and 
whistle him around again; if he refuses to stop or turn when be has 
heard the signal, order him to toho, then bring him aroand. You 
might go over several fields iu this way, quartering half of each; on 
jour way home you might hunt the other half. Now let your dog go 
entirely over one field and work only half of the next. After a few 
days of this kind of work he may be advanced a little nearer per¬ 
fection by making him hunt half of a field while yon walk directly up 
the middle. When he gets to the line on which you are traveling, 
•top him and send him back to your right, mmkiug him go to the feuce 
before allowing him to turn; when he agaiu reaches the centre send 
him bsck as before. When he will work on the right side change him 
over to the left, and still later lei him hunt awhile on one side, then 
change him to the other, then give him a whole field to work. By pro¬ 
ceeding in this way you will see that the dog learns each particular 
part of this work distinctly, and by practice it becomes 
uatnral for him to go just where you direct him. But 
All this cannot be brought about in a few weeks, and you will hAvu 
to practice him long after you have begun to shoot over him. You 
might occasionally walk close to oue fence while you worked him over 
theoppsoitc half of the field. Then you should work bim close to you, 
say over * spiyce twenty fiv^ yards wide; this you will have occaaion to 
do when you are hunting for close lying birds. Unless a fast dog will 
work this way he is almost worthless on single birds. But you should 
not carry this so far os to destroy his speed. What you want 1s to have 
him range wide or close just when you want him to; and a dog who Is 
burned In this way soon learus to contract his range, after a bevy of 
birds have been broken, without much ordering from his master. 
W hen your dog gets tired of his work take him on game; do not try to 
control him. hut as soon a* be gets fascinated with the odor, work off 
in another direction, and proceed with your instructions. You may do 
him a great deal of harm if you undertake to teach him while he is ou 
the scent of birds, lie will be so wild, or ’so much interested in the 
bird* that he will forget all bis previous work; and now if he understand 
the signal to turn, you may use the whip a little when he refuses to 
come around promptly, hut give him only a few stripes, and let them 
be light, and as each blow descends, blow the si^nal’you use to turn him; 
ponUb him right on the spot where you stop him, and when you have 
done, roll your whip up slowly, and go hock to the spot from which you 
«tarted. leaving him where he Is. When you get back to your place, 
•rort him off again, but look out at his next turn that he comes around 
in-Lantly upon being ordered. If he does, speak pleasantly to him, and 
your endeavors to force him will have a good effect. If your dog has 
plenty of vim in him, you can commence teaching him at home to re¬ 
trieve. While yon are pursuing these lessons in the field, should he be 
a little timid, it might be advisable to omit retrieving for a time.

W D. T., Chicago.—Can you advise me what to do for my npauiol 
pap. lie Is about eleven months old. had a«i attack of distemper early 
ta March. I used the prescription given in Tub Field about that time, 
and also gave him Fowler's solution of arsenic in milk. He seemed to 

C along all right, but is wretchedly thin. I feed him on oatmeal 
led in beef soup, sometimes giving him beef bones or a little meat, 
hat nothing puts flesh on him. He is very lively 
and full of bunt. IHs eyes are bright and anni- 
mated, nose sometimes dry, and feet warm at times. The principal 
trouble seems to be poor appetite and wasting of flesh. I have two 
spaniel*, diet them alike, but one Is as fat as a nig. the other a mere bag 
of hone*. A ns.—Most probably yonr pap has worms. These fre¬ 
quently appear after distemper. The remeny is grated areca not, two 
Trains to each pound the dog weighs. Mix with lard into a bolus and 
give at night on au empty stomach. Twelve boars after, give a dose of 
castor oil. Repeat this treatment at intervals of three days for two or 
three weeks. Give at the same time vegetables and bread and milk in 
place of the diet you have been using. If the above falls and there 
appears any sign* of prostration of strength, it is probably the result of 
distemper, which often leaves dogs weak for some months after its 
immediate effects seem to have passed away. In this case a generous 
diet wiih s course of tonics will be the proper remedy. Honueopathic 
arcenicum is a good tonic that we have frequently used with great 
benefit. 

J. O. W.. Chicago. I have a setter pup about ten weeks old, that has 
some kind of skin disease. Large festered and scaly sores cover the 
back, and sides and on the belly, and Inside of the thighs large watery 
sores. I have tried washing, and the olotment of the green Iodide of 
mercury in lard, w itbont effect. Can you tell ine wbat the disease Is, 
and its cure? Ans.—From the age of the pup it Is probable the trouble 
i* sarfeit. It is quite common, and generally passes awny even without 
treatment a* tbe pupgrows older. It comes generally from too sllmulst 
lag or heating food, and the proper course is to change the diet. If the 
pap will eat them, vegetables should be given once a day. The re¬ 
mainder of the food shonld be bread and milk. Give regnlarand plen¬ 
tiful exercise, and If the sores give much trouble wash them with ace¬ 
tate of lea*I. five grains, distilled water oue ounce. II is better to avoid 
asiag any medicine if possible; and If the above Is used care must he 
takes to prevent tbe pup licking himself, or the effects may be bad.

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The “Queen’s Cop” Contest. 

Editor Chicaoo Field:—T hu hmulucut yacht race for the fann»u- 
Amcrica Cup" may Justify a brief review of its history Iu your col 
urnns along with a aucclut statement of the actual situation. 

In the summer of 1851, the Royal Yucbt hquadrou of Euglaud offered 
cup of the value of £100 Sti rling, to be sailed for subject to their own 
sailing regulations, and open to the yachts belonging to the clubs of all 
natious. Great interest was felt on this aide the Atlantic when it wo* 
announced that Mr. J. C. Slovens had entered hia schooner America 
170 tons, to compete for the prize. The course was urouud the Isle u/ 
.'i bclu *T eighty-one miles. The race wo* sailed 

tne wl or August and many besides yachtsmen aud sailors remember 
the exultation with which tne news was received that "our ysclit" hud 
wou in glorious style, bhe sailed the course In niue hours nud twuuty 
eight minutes, healing a fleet of over a dozen sloop* and schooner* aud 
leudlug her closest pursuer more thsn oue hour to the stake boat. 

In 1870 Commodore Ashbury with the English schooner Cambria chal 
lenged for the cup hoping to recover it aud lake ll hack where it cunie 
if 011 ?; . . r * ce . wa ® ^ our waters, aud was won by the Magic 

the Cambria being flually beaten by that yacbl and 7 oile r* of the N. Y. 
Yacht Club. The America wo* also iu this race and was placed fourth 
at the liniNh. 

In 1K71 Commodore Ashbury again challenged the N. Y. Y. C. to hold 
good the cup or lose it in a match with his schooner Livonia. He sailed 
five races with the Columbia aud Sappho, the New York yacht* witiniiig 
four out of the five, aud of course holding the cup. 

This year it* possession is challenged for by Mr. Gifford, vice com 
modore of the Royal Cauadiun Yacht club. Coburg. Dominion of Can- 
adu. with his newly lautiehed yacht. Countess of Oufferiu, built iu Can 
uda, and. It ia rumored, from American designs. 

The New York Yachtclnh hold the America's much coveted trophy 
by virtue of a " deed of gift’’ from the owners of that victorious vessel. 
Under the provisions of this document " the parties desiring to sail for 
the cup may make any match with the club In possesalon or the same 
that may be determined upon by mutual consent; but In ease of dies 
greement as to terms, the match shall be sailed over the usual course 
for the annual regatta of the club In possession of the cup and subject 
to Its rules aud sailing regulation. 

„ Various views liave been entertained as to what should constitute u 

match" under the Intention of the deed of gift, each haviug enlisted 
the arguments of earnest and able advocates. In 187U the club started 
a fleet to compete with the challenging vessel, and some have held 
with apparent consistency that aa the cup was originally won against a 
fleet a fleet should properly defend its possession. In the match against 
the Livonia in lb?l ft was decided that the dub should uot sail a fleet, 
but might in a match of aeveral trluls over dlffereu t courses, enter ror 
each trial any vesael that it might select on the day of sailing, The ad¬ 
vocates of this, the "post stake'' plan, while admitting that the claim to 
sail a number of vesaels against the cballeuger was waived, If indeed 
not actually abandoned, In the match of 1870, claimed that the club in 
naming Us entrv on each day of sailing, not only left the challenger a 
far easier Held than If be were obliged to race all the good yachts In the 
squadron, but that for the gentlemen of the club to yield more than 
that would subject them to the criticism of carlessly guarding the tro¬ 
phy conflded to tliulr keeping, and which.

T1IE DOG. 

The excrements of the dog are, generally hard, and in 
somewhat rounded balls, which, especially after eating 
bones, are white. The latter, among the ancient physicians, 
were highly esteemed as a remedial agent, and introduced 
into the materia mediea under the name of album i/raeeum- 
they have, however, for many years been entirely expelled 
from the lists of medicines—nevertheless, they are even now 
not without their value, being extensively used in the man¬ 
ufacture of morocco leather. The dog does not void his ex¬ 
crement promiscuously, upon everything that happens to be 
in bis way, but upon stones, slicks, trunks of trees, piles of 
Band, etc. Until he is a year old he ejects bis urine by 
crouching his hind legs; subsequently he throws it out side¬ 
ways, by raising his leg against a stone, wall, tree, etc.; and 
if possible, where some other dog has previously ejected his; 
and it is curious that a dog will scarcely pass a .stone, or 
other place aguinst which another hns urinated, without fol¬ 
lowing bis example, however numerous these opportuni¬ 
ties may be; it is indeed curious how such a quantity of 
urine can be secreted in the space of a few minutes. 

The dog is not only an animal of quick motion, hut re¬ 
markable for traveling long distances. He can easily keep 
up with bis maslcr, either on foot or on horseback, for an 
entile day. When fatigued ho is seldom if ever observed 
to sweat, but lolls out his tongue. Every kind of dog is ca¬ 
pable of swimming, but the water-dog, in this circumstance, 
greatly cxcells all others. The dog sleeps but little, and 
even that docs not seem to he over sound, for he often starts, 
and seems to hear with cvnn more acuteness while asleep 
than when awake. They have frequently a tremulous mo¬ 
tion in their sleep—often move their legs, whimper or bark, 
which are considered as indications of dreaming. From the 
very great extent of the interior parts of the nose in 
dogs, over the whole of which the olfac¬ 
tory nerves are thickly spread. he is pos¬ 
sessed of the sense of smelling in the highest degree, 
He can trace his master by the smell of his footsteps, in the 
midst of a crowded church, or in the streets of a populous 
city. This sense is not, however, equally intense in every 
variety of the animal—the hound cun trace game, or his 
master's footsteps, twenty-four hours after they have passed. 
He barks more furiously the nearer he approaches the ob¬ 
ject of pursuit, unless he be trained to silence. 

The dog, however peaceable and inotfensive in the com¬ 
pany of his master, or any of the members of his family, is 
wont when alone to attack strangers, particularly if meanly 
clad, or any ways suspicious in their movements. The dog, 
in many parts of the world, is employed us one of the best 
and most vigilant guards to those Hocks of sheep which arc 
fed for their wool. These flocks he will not only keep from 
straying out of their appropriate pasturage, but will defend 
them against every enemy, whether biped or quadruped; 
and yet it is a curious circumstance, that many dogs will 
travel during the night to considerable distances, for the sole 
purpose of destroying such sheep as they arc enabled to at¬ 
tack, and with the morning will return to their usual places 
of resort, as though desirous of preventing any suspicion in 
relation to their nocturnal depredations. It appears to me, 
however, that these “Bheep killers", are to be found prin¬ 
cipally among those dogs that roam at large without any 
home or master. At one period the city of Philadelphia was in¬ 
fested with a great number of those half-suvnge animals, and 
it is well-known that they have, after night, passed the river 
Schuylkill in droves to attack the sheep in the neighboring 
country. So that it appears, lha moment the dog is allowed 
to live from under the eye of man, hequiokly returns to the 
habits peculiar to his original wolfish natuc. The dog bites 
at the stone cast at him, is fond of licking wounds, howls 
at certain notes of music, and often urinates on hearing 
them. 

With respect to the propagation of dogs, the female ad¬ 
mits the male before she is one year old. She remains in 
heat from ten to fifteen days, during which time she will ad¬ 
mit a number of males. She is in heat, commonly, twice in 
the year—more frequently in the cold than hot months. 
The male discovers the condition of the female by the smell; 
she seldom, however, admits him during the first days she is 
in heat. 

The reason why the dog remains in the act of copulation 
for a considerable length of time, arises from the peculiar 
structure of the genital organs in both sexes, in consequence 
of which the part of the male becomes bitched, as it were, 
within that of the female, and he is unable to retract it until 
the seamen is secreted and discharged; one copulation is 
sufficient for a fruitful impregnation. The female goes with 
young about nine weeks. She generally brings forth from 
six to twelve pups; those of a small size, however, bring 
forth but four or five, sometimes but two. They continue 
to copulate and bring forth during life, which commonly 
lasts from fourteen to fifteen years—though it is not udsuuI 
to meet with dogs nearly double that age. The whelps are 
not, when first produced, completely formed; the eyes, in 
particular, are closed, the eye-lids being held together by a 
thin membrane, and they continue in this stale from nine to 
twelve days. At the end of four months, the dog, like 
most other animals, sheds some of his teeth, which are 
quickly replaced by others more permanent. 

An animal possessed of so many uncommon qualities as 
the dog, and withal so docile und obedient, it must be evi¬ 
dent, is capable, as we have already remarked, ofbeing em¬ 
ployed by man for many useful purposes. His fidelity, 
strength, and vigilance are dally employed for the protec¬ 
tion of our persons, our flocks and our goods. The acute¬ 
ness of his stnell and his sagacity become valuable 
to man, when directed to the discovery within their 
most secret retreats, and to the destruction of numbers of 
our natural eoegtles inimical w opr interests »pd to oursafo 


ty; while at the same time, be affords to man the exhilarat¬ 
ing and healthful sports of the field. In Holland and other 
parts of Europe he is trained to draw little carts loaded with 
produce, while among the Kamschatkans, the Esquimaux, 
the Greenlanders, ana other northern nations, the dog con¬ 
stitutes their only beast of burden. Three or four Esqui¬ 
maux dogs harnessed to a sledge, weighing itself one hun¬ 
dred pounds, will draw a man over the snow or ice at the 
rale of one mile in six minutes. And nine of these dogs 
have been known to draw sixteen hundred and eleven 
pounds one mile in nine minutes! But enough of this—it is 
alone with those services the dog can render to the shooter, 
that we have todo on the present occasion. 

But previous to entering upon the subject of the varieties 
of the dog best adapted for the field, it will be proper to 
speak of the diseases to which the auimai is liable, and of 
their remedies.

ATHLETIC SPORTS. 

The Chicago Foot-Ball Club by their organization last 
Fall, drove the thin end of the wedge into that terrible snag 
in the river of our American life, “apathy to physical cul¬ 
ture"; and by their athletic exhibition on May 27th, hit the 
broad end of the wedge a heavy blow, driving it yet more 
into the dreaded snag. It is a snag that wrecks some of the 
noblest craft that steam at high pressure up and down 
the broad stream of our commercial existence, for it catches 
them when going at full speed against some strong current 
—some unexpected eddy, that has to be battled against with 
full vigor The snag catches them; the very impetus of the 
effort to stem the tide drives them hopelessly to utter wreck 
and ruin, and the edifice “not made with hands," crumbles 
away to dissolution or becomes a miserable memento of the 
effects of over-work on an untrained body and brain; for the 
brain cannot remain healthy when the body is in an ener¬ 
vated state. The proud republics of Ancient Greece, even 
in these days of advanced science and high modern civilize 
tion, are looked upon as the fountains whence all that is 
beautiful in sculpture, exquisite in art, moving in oratory, 
and thrilling in histrionics has flowed. The works of Phi 
dias and Praxiteles, the life pictures of Bularcbus and Apol- 
lodorus, the Phillipics of Demosthenes, the plays of Soph¬ 
ocles, and the sonorous rythms of blind old Homer, are still 
models, the strife to imitate which is subdued by the feel¬ 
ing of their preternatural excellence. All our science, all 
our knowledge, all our daily labor, does not enable us to 
produce anything to rival that which those ancients poured 
forth spontaneously on to their world. And that was brain 
work, evolved by no mechanical skill nor application to 
business, but by the light of genius. 

Whence was this genius evolved? By close application to 
mercantile persuits? Nay, rather by freedom from the ter¬ 
rible burden of the everlasting hunt after the almighty dol¬ 
lar. The Greece of those days was no hot-bed of petty 
traders without an idea above the “store”. The Greeco of 
Phidias, of Sophocles, of Homer, was a nation of athletes, a 
nation of vigorous and trained bodies, of whose most highly 
honored sons were those who could win renown on the run¬ 
ning path aDd in the arena. Next in honor to the hero of 
a battle was the winner of the olive or parsley crown in the 
foot races at Olympia or the athletic contests at the Isth¬ 
mian festival. Physicial culture made the Grecians 
what they were—a race of intellectual giants. The neglect 
of this physical culture and the falling away into luxurious 
laziness brought them to what they arc. By training the 
body we clear it of all refuse and useless substances and 
tissues, keep the lungs strong and healthy for the Inhala¬ 
tion of air,'and for the extraction thcrofrom of its life-giv¬ 
ing properties, leave the veins free to convey the pure vig¬ 
orous blood rapidly and regularly to the utmost muscle and 
to the brain. An engine clean, well-oiled and in good order 
can do good work, but a dirty, oil-clogged machine is not to 
be run easily. In the same way the finer mechanisms of 


THE LONG DISTANCE TOURNAMENT. 

Last week we touched upon the late long distance walk 
as a pedestrian failure; but this week it is our unpleasant 
duty to hold its management up to the public gaze as gpc 
culators who risked nothing but their reputations, in an 
attempt to win a large stako. It was a fraud, though of the 
most peculiar description, for no fraud was intended, yet 
resulted by the unfortunate sequence of unforsesn events, 
and want of 'courage in the end. The facts, as far as we 
have been able to gather them, arc: Sorno time ago a backer 
of Schmeli who believed him capable of walking five hun 
dred miles, started the idea of getting up a long distance 
tournament as a speculation likely to pay those managing it 
a handsome reward for their enterprise. Whoever ho was, 
(for his name is withheld from us.) his word was thought 
good enough to be accepted as a guarantee for five thou 
sand dollars for prizes and expenses, which sum was to be 
repaid, with a profit, out of the gate receipts. O’Leary and 
8chmell were to be the right and left bowers of the pack— 
the former to draw the Irish, tho latter to attract the Ger¬ 
man clement of our population; the other entries that might 
be made would tend to increase the sport-loving crowd. 
In tho belief of its financial soundness, Mr. W. B. Curtis 
was induced doubtless to become, as it were, stake holder in 
the matter and receive entries. The whole affair was arrang 
cd, notices and programmes were issued,and O'Leary’s name 
was at once set down as a candidate, and other entries were 
received. Meanwhile the latter had traveled to California 
and finding that his exhibitions were profitable, he sought 
to make them more so by offering Schmeli some considerable 
inducement to throw up the tournament and “go Westat 
the same time it was known that the champion would not 
contend. Both bowers were thus lost—O'Leary for his own 
reasons; Schmeli because the certainty that he doubtless 
received from California was better worth his ambition 
than competing against men who might ovcrcomo him. 
This loss was a staggerer; but havinggonesofar the manage¬ 
ment did not care to admit to O’Leary and Schmeli that 
they could not control the show. Moreover they thought the 
money was safe behind them, and that the absence of 
O’Leary would attract a sufficient number,' of men to com¬ 
pete and make it exciting enough for tho people to come 
flocking to witness the fray. So far so good. But at tho 
last moment precious to the beyinning of the tournament the 
management became awaro that their backing had failed 
them—they held no bonds, and were loft saddled with their 
elephant. To this point the whole affair was fair, honest 
and open; but now came the wrong-doing. 

The walk was allowed to proceed as if the prizes were 
already in the hands of the management, and each of 
the unfortunate men, who had staked one hundred dollars, 
in some way or other, as had been demanded by the engi¬ 
neers of the concern, were started on an almost hopeless 
tramp. For the prizes depended upon the gate receipts. 
The very heavens seemed to frown upon the undertaking. 
Rain came down on every evening during the early part of 
the week, and ere that was half through, the whole thing 
resolved itself to a dismally unattractive procession, without 
any merit in itself to attract a decent attendance. The re¬ 
ceipts were merely nominal—four hundred and fifty dollars 
or thereabouts, after the Exposition Company had been 
paid their share. The poor, weary, and in some cases ex 
hausted walkers finished, and two only Buved their stake, 
but there was no prize money.

llBADUUABTBUS FOURTH AVBNt’B. COR. TwBNTY-SEOOND 8t.. 

Nbw York, May 5, 1878. 

To the N«w York Stole Aeeodation for the Protection of Fieh and 
Game. 

Gentlemen: Permit mo to appeal to your influential body for your as- 
alslance and support, in the repeal or modification of the following act 
which now disgraces tho statute books of the State, aud furnishes a 
cover and pretext to men unworthy. In any sense of the name of sports¬ 
men. to violate with impunity the laws relating to betting and gam¬ 
bling, and to Inflict needless mutilation and death on birds not for pur¬ 
pose* of human food, bat merely to determine some legal wager. 

The act referred to Is as follows: Laws of 1875, chap. 107. An act In 
relation to the treatment of animals. Passed April 13, 1875, three-fifth* 
being present. . , , 

The people of the State of New York represented in Senate and As¬ 
sembly, do enact aa follows: 

Sbction 1. None of the provisions of law heretofore enacted for tho 
prevention of cruelty to animals within this State shall be construed to 
prohibit or Interfere with the shooting by members of incorpomted 
sportsmen's clubs or societies, of pigeons, provided that In each case, 
as soon as they cau be captured, or takeu after being shot, such pigeon 
If living shall Immediately be killed. 

8bc. 2. This action shall take effect Immediately. 

Yon will bear in mind that the society which I have the honor to rep¬ 
resent. has never on any occasion interfered or attempted to interfere 
with the shooting which takes place at your meetings, or those of your 
branch societies. The bird* there shot are wild pigeons. They are 
killed Immediately, and when killed are used for the purpose of ha man 
food. 8uch shooting is protected when such is the purpose of the kill¬ 
ing by the present existing statute in express term, (laws of 1874, ch. 
12, see. 8.) It Is not ray province now to suggest the substitution by 
you of another object than a living bird to secure that unerring accu¬ 
racy of aim which such practice engenders, because much as 1 should 
delight to sec such a course adopted, It is neither my policy nor my 
duty to do more than suggest It. Nor do 1 quarrel with the laws of this 
$tate, which permit, under proper circumstances and in proper seasons 
of the year, tne shooting of birds for the purpose of human food. It t* 
to your Intelligent body, to the humanity and unselfish¬ 
ness of its members, and to their persistent efforts 
in legislation, that the birds of every description are protected by 
humane laws and shielded from absolate extermination by the outrank¬ 
ing, the selfish and the cruel. Bat I do appeal to you at the present 
time to aid In suppressing the reckless slaughter of tame pigeons, for 
no legitimate purpose, i»y men who are not sportsmen, and whom you 
would not permit to become your fellow members either for social 
reasons or on persona) grounds. It scarcely admits of a doubt that If 
it were not for the wager at stake, these cruet and unsportsmanlike 
contests would cease. With such men, accuracy of aim means 
gambling, pure and simple; aud not anfreuuentiy the helpless Instru¬ 
ments of their unmanly r, sport,” os It Is called, are secretly drugged, or 
strained in their limns, for the purpose of fraud. That this cruel 
pastime should ever have extended beyond the sphere of vulgar ana 
ruffianly men, and that gentlemeu whose social advantages suggest 
their possession of gentler natures, have been found U» lend themselves 
to such debasing pursuits and in such incongruous company, is both 
astonishing anaaeplorahle. , . .. . 

Now this law of 1875, which never received the sanction of tho 
executive of the State, was enacted by mistake. It was supposed by 
tho gentleman who Introduced it (Hon. *!ohn C. Jacobs, of Kings 
connty,) that some auch act was necessary ror the protection of corpo¬ 
ration* like your own, composed of gentlemen of eduction and stana- 
lug and who would scorn to shoot a Wrae bird, whether pigeon, duck 
or chicken. As the act was originally drawn It was limited to incorpo 
rated clubs. As passed it penults, from tho vagaries of la term*, the 
perpetrattou of the bloody cruelties which 1 have above described. A 
resolution by your honorable body at frour pr**enl ee*alou, expressing 
your disapproval of it and recommending either ILs absolute repeal or 
Its m .(Duration, so as to limit Us provision* to your own society by 
name, and forbidding Us application to case* where the object of the 
shooting la to determine an unlawful bet or wager, will iueure the reault

Lesson In Trout Fishing.

For breakfast we bad trout fried and venison broiled— 
dishes unrivaled the world around; but for drink wo bad 
that villianous decoction ycleped tea. 

In all this north country, to the remotest points, they pre¬ 
fer tea to tlie best coffee. Why, I urn not able to explain. 
So fur as statistics may be relied on, the tea drinkers arc not 
more given to jealousies, piracy and slang tban the coffee 
drinkers. If you remonstrate with them thus: "My friend, 
this villiiinous drink you call tea, is a slow and insidious 
poison," he will rcspoutl with deprecating humility, “I grant 
you it is glow, very slow; in fact it was »7 years in killing 
uiy mother-in-law.” This, unfortunately, was proving too

Alligators for the Centennial.—A nice lot of play¬ 
things, in the form of 350 live alligators, passed un the 
river the other day on their way to the National Centen¬ 
nial at Philadelphia. The hideous-looking reptiles em¬ 
braced all sizes, from the little tiny thing 6 inches long, just 
out of its shell, to one 18$ feet in length, named “Billy.” 
The latter, a venerable rascal with a rather repulsive 
countenance, is supposed to be nearly 150 years old, judging 
by marks he carries, as set forth by Audubon and other 
naturalists. These alligators were captured by Mr. Thos. 
L. Bond in the vicinity of Pearl River, Louisiana, and near 
its entrance into Lake Ponchartrain. In the collection ! s a 
small, mean-looking cuss named Ned, who has learned to 
stand on his hind legs, dance "juba," and play tricks. Ned 
is about three years old, and if this precocious plaything 
keeps on he will be likely to ride an act in a circus before a 
great while. While the steamer Robert Mitchell, on which 
they are, lay at the levee yesterday, a large number of 
cunous people crowded around the wooden tanks or 
boxes in which the alligators sported. At one time Mr. 
Bond felt uneasy, and he called a companion to watch his 
pets, to keep people from carrying off half a dozen of them 
to eat. Mr. Bond feeds the alligators on fish. At present 
they are healthy, and some of the amphibious and 
ferocious brutes look as if they would eat a hog in a 
minute, or a man either.— Memphit Avalanche. 


Tins Buffaloes. —Congress has passed a law for the 
preservation of the buffalo on the Western plains. Since 
the completion of the Union Pacific railroad there have been 
an- immense number of these valuable animals killed In 
mere wantonness, and vast numbers of them have been 
killed for their skins, while the carcasses have been left to 
rot upon the ground. The law prohibits the killing of cows 
under any circumstances, and the males can only be killed 
at certain seasons of the year. A suitable fine has been 
provided for any violation of the law, and it seems to be the 
intention of the government to have tho law rigidly 
enforced, and to this end it is proposed to have the United 


The Biggest Tree. —The largest tree standing in the 
United States, says the Inyo (California) Independent , is on 
the head of Bear Creek, north fork of Tule River. The ex¬ 
act dimensions of this immense redwood giant we do not re¬ 
member, but believe it is something over forty-six feet in di¬ 
ameter. A San Francisco party having made arrangements 
to represent this monster at Lhe Centennial, have given the 
contract to a Tulare man, Mr. J. C. Cramer, to remove the 
bark with eight inches of the wood from the surface of the 
tree, cut or stripped rather, like staves of a barrel, without 
felling the tree. These pieces are to be cut forty feet long, 
and when put together in Philadelphia will form two rooms 
inside, twefity feet high. In these rooms cabinets of Cal¬ 
ifornia specimens and curiosities will be neatly and appro¬ 
priately arranged. 


—On the summit of Pike’s Peak, over 14,000 feet above 
the sea level, where there is not a trace of any vegetation, 
or, indeed, any earth upon which shrubs or grass could 
grow, the mountain rat, an animal twice as large us the Nor¬ 
way rat, abounds in vast numbers, over-running the United 
States signal station on the apex of the mountain. Last 
Summer, two terriers, which distinguished themselves in the 
rat pits of Chicago and Denver, were taken to the bouse 
and turned loose at night in the kitchen, but in the morning 
one was missing entirely, and only the skeleton of the other 
remained, both having been overpowered by superior num¬ 
bers. Four huge cats have now been introduced, and it is 
expected that the number of rodents will soon be visibly 
diminished. 


—Referring to alfalfa or lucerne, the Country Oentleman 
says that all who have successfully grown alfalfa east of the 
Rocky Mountains concur in saying that it should be sown as 
early in the Spring as the ground can be fitted. A very 
deep, finely pulverized and mellow seed bed is required for 
lucerne, in order to permit root growth enough to withstand 
the first Winter. When once established it is perennial.

A Caution to Swimmers. 

Though a fact well-known to scientists, it is not generally 
understood by the public that bathing immediately after a 
meal is highly injurious to the system, and liable to bnng 
about fatal results. As the bathing season is drawing nigh, 
and as there arc many who may find themselves craving for 
a cooling dip after supper in the evening, we take upon our¬ 
selves to put this fact before our readers, and point our moral 
with the account of a death from this cause at the Victoria, 
swimming baths, Clifton, England. Tho bath shoals from 
six feet six inches, to two feet in depth, and the body was 
found in water three feet four Inches deep, in standing P*si- 
tion, with the upper part and head Do wed forward, the 
crown of the latter only appearing above water. The boy s 
height was four feet nine inches; the temperfturc of the 
water was seventy-five degrees. He had vomited a large 
quantity of food, and upon examination his mouth and 
throat were found gorged. The medical testimony pointed 
directly to the fact that he had eaten Just before entering 
the water, or at least had not given his food time to digest. 
The doctors expressed the opinion which was endorsed by 
the verdict of tbo jury, that death resulted from epilepsy, 
brought on by the dangerous practice of entering the water 
immediately after eating a meal. Testimony was given that 
he had never previously had a fltor been subject toepilepsy, 
but was in all respects healthy und sound.

The fine that the law imposes for Us violation, 
together with the cost, time and trouble of attending the 
trial at the nearest seat of justice, will, for the future, make 
the hunting and wanton destruction of the buffaloes an 
exceedingly expensive kind of sport, and our hope is that 
every person who violates this law may he promptly 
punished under its provisions. 


—There is something 
peculiarly fascinating in the breeding and rearing of all 
thorough bred animals, and now that the short-horn fever 
is at its height, the following item, from an English con¬ 
temporary, comes in quite apropot: “If you once buy a 
beautiful heifer, with her mossy coat, her well-rounded 
form, sweet head, and all the qualities that go to make a 
pretty picture, yod are a short-horn breeder forever, iou 
cannot escape irom her toils; she has fascinated you, and 
will never tolerate anything that does not show equal quali- 
ity at least. So you go on breeding and buying, breeding 
and selling, sometimes with profit upon the outlay, some¬ 
times with considerable loss, but profitably on the whole, 
and you caonot give up the pursuit. But why should you||

Their reasons for 
this are, that considerable expense has been gone to to re¬ 
store the fish to that charming resort, and that aliens are 
eharged because they in no way contribute by taxes or oth¬ 
erwise to support the government that has restocked the 
lake; whereas, residents arc contributors to Ihc support of 
that government. It is perfectly just; those who object to 
the charge can abstain from fishing; those who fish must 
pay "tribute unto Cwsar.” Such is the purport of a reply to 
an anxious enquirer from the Department of Fishing of the 
Dominion. 


A Fine Horse Lost at Sea — A telegram was received on 
Wednesday evening by Mr. John 8. Lail, Superintendent of 
the Abdallah Trotting Association, from W. H. Wilson, 
then in New York, staling tbat the fine thoroughbred horse 
Cobham, which he had purchased in England at the once or 
1,650 guineas, bad bsen lost at sea. Mr. Wilson bad ship¬ 
ped tbe horse on a preceding steamer, and exeoted to find 
him in New York on Wednesday, when he reached there 
himself, but found awaiting him instead tbe intelligence 
that he had been lost while making the passage. No par¬ 
ticulars as to how lost. 


Mutilating Fruit Trees. —Of all the blunders that tbe 
common farmer makes with trees, none is so common or 
so hurtful as the practice of cutting off lower limbs. All 
over the country nothing is more common than to sec big 
limbs cut oilnear the body of tbe tree. This is a sin against 
nature. Tbe very limbs necessary to protect the tree from 
wind and sun are cut away. But the greatest is injury in 
the rotting,—too big to heal over, und kept moist by the 
growing tree, the limb must rot, and the rolling gi>es to tbo 
nenrts and hurts the whole tree.—Gardner's Monthly.

Sin: 1 am requested by the New York City Association for the pro¬ 
tection of Same, over which 1 have the honor of presiding, to state to 
the present Stale Association about to assemble at Geneseo, how great 
has been Its mortification that the committee on Game Laws of the 
assembly should have amended senate bill No. 86, introduced by Mr.Ken- 
naday at the request of this association, by adding to It, the following : 

(8«) In any prosecution or trial under the provisions of this art of 
any persou for having In his possession any quadrupeds, birds. Osh or 
shell fish In the months or parts of months when by law he Is forbidden 
to have the same, if thall be lawful to be shown that the quadrupeds, 
birds llsh or shell-fish In question ware not taken or killed irlfAla the 
time prohibited by law, or were not taken or killed within I hit Stale; 
and such evidence when deemed sufficient by the court having Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the offense alleged, thall be a sujKclent defence to such action. 

"This section, and the amendment introduced in section 88. In rela¬ 
tion to search warrants, are undoubtedly the work of the lawyers sent np 
to Albany by the great game and fish dealers of the New York 
markets, and bad they become a law, this association might 
as well have dissolved at once; for any person who honors anything of 
the practical working of the market-men to evade the game laws, 
would see at a glance now easy It would be for them to produce In 
court evidence kept on hand/or that purpote. showing that the game 
and fish in question were not taken or killed within the time prohib¬ 
ited by law, or were not taken or killed within this State." 

This association feels that it has done as much at leash as any other 

Individual association In the State towards the preservation of fish and 

game throngbout this and other States of the Uniou, and it complains 
that It has not been supported in the legislature at Albany as it 
deserves. , 

The market-men of this city are wealthy and determined, and unless 
the members of the different game-preserving associations throughout 
the State are united and active, they will get such amendments to the 
game law as will enable them to sell game and fish tn this city the 
whole year round. They are fighting this association on the constitu¬ 
tionality of the game law In prohibiting the sale of game and fish dur¬ 
ing the close season, when brought from another State, or from Canada. 

Up to this time we have beaten them in every State Court, but they sfiy 
they will take the case to the Supreme Court at Washington. 

Bo far as our law-suits and proeecullous under the existing game laws 
are concerned, we propose to take care of ourselves; but wu invite the 
co-operation and assistance of our fellow associations throughout the 
State to aid ns in defeating In the next legislature all such disastrous 
amendments aa those above referred to, and in securlug such proper 
amendments as are generally conceded to be necessary; and as united 
action Is always the most effective, we beg leave to suggest the propri - 
cty of having a committee appointed by the State association, in charge 
of which this matter of amending the game laws may be placed, and 
with which we may place ourselves in communication.

HOW THEY 8HOOT. 

When the nimrods of the quill were called up to tho score 
to shoot the Press Match, the spectators who had given 
the marshals much trouble to keep them from pressing too close to the 
shooters iu the previous match, fell back as if by magic. So little dis¬ 
position Old they have to get near the “ knights of the quill," that we 
beard one marshal say to another “ Let's go and taku a glass of lager 
and a rest In the shade; no fear or anyone to that crowd getting too 
near those editors;’’ and off they went aud were seen no more until 
the next match was called. • 

After Busby, Banks, Woodruff, Bunnel, Adams, Benjamin, Thomp¬ 
son and Robins bad shot once, the regular appointed pullers of the trims 
left their positions, and General Knapp was the only one who could be 
found witn a sufficiently reckless regard for his life to pull the traps for 
them. We noticed, however, that the General got as far back as the 
rope would permit him to, aud that when he pulled, he 
got as low to the ground as he could. One man 
among the spectators was heard to congratulate himself that he had 
escaped without being shot, and Immediately telegraphed his wife that 
he was safe. Explaining the reason, he said that his wife, wbed she 
heard ho was coming, and knew the "quills" were to shoot, she was 
much alarmed, being convinced he would be shot. After it was all 
over several persons were found under the reporters' stand, where they 
hud taken refuge from the supposed danger. Several ladies became so 
terrified after tne before-mentioned gentleman had shot, that they were 
carried offJn a fainting condition. 

The first shot Bunnel fired was at the trap, and before he called to 
" pull," which so frightened the pigeon that it was found In a swoon 
when taken out. After a while it rerived a little, aud at Bunnel's re¬ 
quest that he should have another chanee at It, It was put in the trap 
again. General Knapp, when be polled the trap, sent the bira 
well up; Bunnel fired three feet under it; the bird fell senseless, and was 
scored to him; it however revived aud flew away one-half an hour later. 

But the best Joke on Bunnel Is that the gun he was shooting with, 
was loaded with metallic shells. Seeing the others, who were using 
paper shells, throw them away as fast as used, he threw his metal shells 
away also; and never discovered that he made a mistake until asked 
for the shells by the friend who had loaned him the gnn, whose dla- 
gunst. when he found what Bunnel had done, was Intense, as he mut¬ 
tered "one dollar and twenty-five cents out." 

When Busby's bird fell. It was challenged by some envious Indi¬ 
vidual for shot marks. Mr. 8idway, who was the scorer, refused to 
recognize the challenge, claiming that a bird In thia match was not 
expected to have shot marks. At the conclusion of the match, Busby 
offered to shoot against any one of the winners, a match at ten single 
rises of sand-hill cranes. No one accepted. Then ten single rises of 
mud hens, said H. B.; but still no one accepted. 

Mr. Bauks got his first bird, but missed all the others. "If I 
could only get them in Colins* rifle gallery, sitting on 
pipe stems, how I would rattle them, he remarked. No pipe stems or 
rifle gallery being at hand, he could not be accommodated. He wanted 
to shoot a match at pipe stems, but do one would shoot. Adams beck¬ 
oned to his birds as they so unceremoniously left him, but none could 
be persuaded to return. 

Edwards and Beujatnin both sbot a chair that had been vacated by 
some person whose intuition of danger saved him his life. Thomson 
shot the rope off one trap, and Robins disabled a trap so that it had to 
be repaired before it could be used again. Flauegaa skedadled. offer- 
in? the lame excuse that our shells would not be loaded with shot. 

Woodruff, it is said, practiced for six months to get that accuracy of 
aim which gave him the gold pen. 

Uucker did splendidly, and as Nat Is a good fellow and deserved It, 
we don't begrudge him it. 

Tileston made a gallant fight for second prize, and made a score that 
no one need be ashamed of. Bat lack favored us- luck and nothing 
more. The following are the press comments on the match: 

• • • • " Bunnell of the Dansvllle Advertiser ploughed 
up the sod within six feet of the muzzle of his gun, and Thompson of 
the Le Roy Gasette nearly knocked the top off nis trap. Tho shooting 
all round showed that a majority of the members had been practicing 
In or behind barns, and around corners.— Livingston Republican. 

• • • " Ooe of the very best shots in the whole score was 
made by Bunnel of the Dansvllle Advertiser. After killiug one bird 
with shot, and receiving therefore the plaudits of the crowd, he made 
up his mind to show the people a big trick. Bo when his trap was 

S oiled again, instead of aiming at the bird he aimed at the ground on¬ 
er it About half a bushel or earth wm scooped up and planted direct¬ 
ly upon the back of the pigeon before ho had a chance to get out of the 
way. It wm a beautiful piece of skillful work, and was received with 
i a storm of applause. Benjamin, of the Rochester Express , made snch 
arrangements that when his gun went off a pigeon flew directly in front 
of it, and wm of course thus accidentally Killed. The display of skill 
by Mr. Woodruff, of the Livingston Republican, wm certainly exciting 
and Inspiring to son—Rochester Democrat and Chronicle. 

The most Interesting event of the day wm tho press shoot, which wm 
called Immediately after the double-bird shoot. Such an exhibition of 
marksmanship has seldom, if ever, been witnessed In this country. 

1 The editors were given five birds each, but with the express under- 
1 standing that they should oot take any dead ones from the grounds. 
A large number of small boys were hired to collect the dead birda. 
Bunnell, of the Dansvllle Advertiser, hit the trap the first time before 
• the pigeon had left his roost. He declared, however, that his bird 
> dropped inside of the five-hundred acre lot, and a policeman wm sent 
• out after him, but bad not returned at 8 o'clock In the evening. On 
the secood round, Bunnell aimed his eye at the bird, and his gun at 
the ground about ten feet lo front. The double charge of shot plowed 
; up the earth and made the dust fly. A piece of sod struck Robbins, of 
l the Dansvllle Express, in the eye, and he missed a fine bird. Bushy 
went In for the turf, fielded the farm, aud succeeded In clipping the 
wings of one bird. Adams, of the Democrat and Chronicle , shot both 
* barrels at once, aud brought down one bird. The next time he fol¬ 
lowed a pigeon with the wrong end of his guo. Aa the bird started in 
> a direct line for Michigan, Bd. exclaimed, "Well, I’m disappointed In 
that bird t" The spectator* moved back several yards oo beiog told 
■ that bis gun kicked sometimes. Woodruff made five roooe eggs, and 
r wm carried off the field In a wheel barrow.— Rochester Express.
